United States Postal History by 
Seymour Dundar goes back to Canal 
Boat days and includes also interest- 
ing notes on World’s Fair mail as 
well as R. P. O’s. 

There is an extensive study of the 
First Greek stamps with an explana- 
tion of the different issues and print- 
ings by Robert O. Truman. 

John H. Latta gives the 2c 1890 
with the cap, a very thorough diagno- 
sis with numerous illustrations and a 
complete study of the variety. 

Vincent Domanski and Stephen G. 
Rich collaborate on the first stamp of 
Poland and include a list of postof- 
fices with numbers, which will make 
one stop and think before deciding to 
collect in that manner.

Readers can 
help in this matter by turning over all 
their private waste paper to their lo- 
cal authorities and by clearing all 
waste paper out of their offices. If 
this is not done, the Paper Controller 
has warned the public that an acute 
state of famine will soon arise.” 


SIGNS AND Albert H. Harris writ- 
SYMBOLS ing in the Philatelic 

Magazine of London 
urges the adoption of a definite and 
universal set of signs and symbols for 
use in stamp catalogues as well as 
auction lists. It will be conceded by 
every printer that any such set of 
signs would be a boon to the adver- 
tiser as their use would in many in- 
stances reduce-the cost of publication 
of a catalogue or of an advertisement 
by condensing the descriptive matter 
into less space. This alone should be 
sufficient cause for the dealer to wish 
for a satisfactory solution to the 
problem.

1941, President Manuel L. Quezon led 
16,971,100 Filipinos in a solemn pledge 
born of gratitude to stand side by 
side ‘with America in life and death.’ 
The 1941 Elizalde Christmas seal will 
be a reminder of the Filipino capacity 
for gratitude and loyalty.” 

The seals will be issued in six colors 
and in rectangular format. The size 
will be 3x5 centimeters, and 20,000 
copies will be printed. The design was 
prepared by Victor Loyola, a Manila 
artist. As in the past year, the Eli- 
zalde Christmas seals will be sent to 
collectors, free of charge, and no re- 
turn postage is required. Address all 
requests to Elizalde & Co. Inc., Eli- 
zalde Building, Manila, Philippines. 





Stamps of the old regular airmail 
issue are no longer permissible for 
postage use after Sept. 30, 1941, ac- 
cording to the postal authorities. In a 
press statement issued Aug. 28, Di- 
rector of Posts Juan Ruiz, said in 
part: “. . . it is no longer permissible 
to use airmail stamps, either new or 
surcharged on ordinary mail as the 
new airmail stamps are sold for ex- 
clusive use on airmail matter.” 





Philippine Air Lines airmail service 
from Manila to Cebu was inaugurated 
on September 2. No official cachet was 
applied on covers carried but the Phil- 
ippine Air Mail Society used their 
private cachet to commemorate the 
flight. Covers were postmarked at 
Manila, Sept. I, 1941, but the PAL 
plane left for Cebu the following day. 





The cachet of the Pan American 
Airways applied on covers flown on 
the first Manila-Singapore flight, 
(May 10, 1941), was not official, Wal- 
ter Bruggmann, the “Father of Aero- 
philately in the Philippines,” declared 
in a brief talk at the meeting of the 
Philippine Air Mail Society, August 
31. The cachet of the Bureau of Posts 
(Manila) was the official one, as far 
as aerophilately is concerned, Mr. 
Bruggmann further declared. 
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Neither the Bureau of Posts nor the 
Manila Office of the Pan American 
Airways has any information, at this 
writing (Sep. 8), as to the proposed 
Free China-Manila air service of the 
PAA, which project was announced in 
a UP dispatch, Aug. 21, from Chung- 
king. 





Interesting glimpses of the St. 
Louis (Mo.) Balloon history were 
published in the June issue of The 
Sportman Pilot, a monthly published in 
New York City and received in Ma- 
nila late in August. The article was 
illustrated and would prove interest- 
ing to airmail chicadees. Then, too, 
the article reveals that Aero was the 
first aeronautical weekly publication in 
America, the first copy published on 
Oct. 8, 1910, and edited by E. Percy 
Noel, St. Louis, Missouri. 





“The war has blasted many things 
abroad but, to an extent, stamp col- 
lecting still goes on as the hobby of 
presidents and peasants, bankers and 
Boy Scouts, royalty and workers and 
the military, while in America it is in 
full flower,” writes Glen W. Naves in 
a three-column “story” with a date- 
line, New York, Aug. 12, published in 
the Aug. 25 issue of the Monday Mail, 
one of the publications of the D-M- 
H-M Newspapers, Manila. The “story” 
was illustrated showing Paul F. Ber- 
danier beaming with a big smile and 
working at his drawing board on a 
suggested U. S. airmail stamp de- 
sign. 





Close on the heels of the postal 
slogan KEEP ’EM FLYING intro- 
duced by the Manila Post Office on 
Aug. 5, was the postal slogan in rub- 
ber stamp of the Manila offige of the 
Goodrich International Rubber Co., 
which reads: “LETS GO—BFG— 
KEEP ’EM FLYING!” 

At present the slogan Keep "Em 
Flying is so popular here in the Phil- 
ippines that even Manila bakers have 
joined in boosting its significance by 
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your prices or for my 
reasonable distance to 
properties.

At the S.P.A. Stamp Exhibition re- 
cently held in Philadelphia, the mem- 
bers of the Polonus Philatelic Society 
again demonstrated conclusively that 
individually and as a group they are 
the specialists in the stamps of Po- 
land. 

In an Exhibition consisting of 572 
frames, members of Polonus exhibited 
a total of 88 frames, of which 71 
frames contained Polish material. The 
exhibits were headed by the four ma- 
jor collections of Polish stampless 
covers, owned by Henry J. Choynacki, 
of Chicago, Clement A. Pulaski, of 
Mt. Carmel, Pa., Vincent Domanski, 
Jr. of Philadelphia and Stephen Rich 
of Verona, N. J. These collections are 
the basis of the article written by 
Vincent Domanski, Jr. and Stephen G. 
Rich in The Specialist Orange Book 
entitled “Poland, The Stampless 
Period.” For the first time in phi- 
lately, all of the available material on 
one topic was on exhibit under one 
roof. Those interested in stampless 
covers really had an opportunity for 
study seldom presented.

Not only did Polonus members shine 
in the exhibition—in running for the 
office of Director of the S.P.A., Polo- 
nus member, Bert Powell, succeeded 
in nosing out Verne P. Kaub, of Wis- 
consin, for the three year term.

Likewise we see the sign for 
block and the sign for cover used in 
many places, yet there are other des- 
ignations which would as_ readily 
adapt themselves and once adopted 
would simplify the catalogue and de- 
scriptive matter. 

Would this not be a worthy subject 
for the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation to strive to solve. Any such 
group of signs and symbols could 
readily be cut in matrices by the man- 
ufacturers of linotype machines and 
the cost would be but little and their 
universal use in all stamp publications 
would soon become the rule.

Poker Chip Stamps 





One of the stamps used by the ex- 
press companies back in gold rush 
days out west is called the “Poker 
chip stamp” because it was used al- 
most exclusively for that purpose. In 
1854 Adams Express Company issued 
for its California services a 25c 
stamp. This was affixed to govern- 
ment stamped envelopes and paid the 
carrying charges over their lines, fre- 
quently the letter not going through 
post offices. 25¢ was a common chip 
in those days and coins were scarce, 
gold dust being a common medium for 
money, but difficult to handle. Poker 
players started using the 25¢ Adams 
stamps in their games and this re- 
sulted in such rough handling of the 
stamps that the company had a spe- 
cial printing made on a smooth sur- 
face card and for a long time a huge 
business was done in supplying these 
poker chip stamps, the company and 
others using them for money. In fact, 
so many were put in circulation that 
today they are much commoner than 
the stamps intended for letters. Need- 
less to say Adams & Co., found this 
a profitable side line.

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The Aside Walks of New York

Tribute 

A Postmaster’s lot is not an easy 
one. Besides the many arduous details 
involved in the business routine of his 
office, there are manifold incidentals 
numerous enough to crowd the time 
beyond all expectations. There are so 
many people who have some fault to 
find with the design, color, or size of 
a stamp when it is issued, that it 
would not be much of a hazard to ven- 
ture the correspondence involved, 
must keep not a few secretaries busy. 
The average stamp collector evidently 
imagines that our benign Postmaster 
has little or nothing to do but sit in 
his office all day, and check on prof- 
fers of suggestions for commemora- 
tive stamps. The Post Office Depart- 
ment is indeed an important artery ir 
the welfare of this Nation, and its 
guidance along successful and saga- 
cious lines is not very much different 
from the strategic advancement of an 
army of men under the able leadership 
of a General. One Post Office in New 
York City employs on an average of 
seven hundred men, and does a busi- 
ness comparable to a city of consider- 
able size in the North-west. The Hon- 
orable Frank C. Walker, Postmaster 
General of the United States, attended 
the annual convention of the National 
Association of Postmasters, in Boston, 
and his address to the assemblage was 
indeed constructive. His opening 
words mentioned the fact that Boston 
is the locale where the first Post Of- 
fice was established in 1639, when the 
Massachusetts General Court desig- 
nated the house of Richard Fairbanks 
‘As the place appointed for all letters 
which are brought from beyond the 
seas, or which are to be sent thither.’ 
He traced the history of postal serv- 
ice up via the courier system from 
Boston to New York along the Boston 
Post Road. Fitting acknowledgement 
was paid to Benjamin Franklin who 
became first Postmaster General un- 
der the Continental Congress. 


Popular In Philately 

Speaking of Postmasters recalls the 
time, a few years ago, when we acted 
as guest-director for about thirty 
Community Center schools affiliated 
with the Board of Education. We were 
placed in supreme command of an un- 
dertaking whereby a stamp exhibition 
was to be staged in one of the Bronx 
schools. A staff of about thirty teach- 
ers was very helpful and co-operative 
in carrying out all of the minute de- 
tails. The event was one of the most 





successful and thrilling stamp exhibi- 
tions of its kind. There must have 
been a few thousand exhibits, and a 
few thousand spectators crowded the 
spacious area when the doors were 
opened. Mark McCloskey who is now 
in Washington, acting in a valuable 
capacity, was one of the guests repre- 
senting the Board of Education, but 
there was also the necessity of having 
a figure known to stamp collectors. 
Luckily we met the affable Postmaster 
of New York, the Honorable Albert 
Goldman, at the late Christian Reis- 
ner’s affair given in behalf of the Boy 
Scouts, two Sundays prior to the 
Stamp Exhibition. We whispered our 
cause, during a lapse in the ceremo- 
nies,. and the genial Postmaster’s 
ready assent proved a boon to the an- 
ticipated Stamp Exhibition. His arrival 
that evening fairly created a riot 
wherein everyone wanted to either 
shake hands or acquire an autograph. 
It was necessary to surround that 
popular New York Postmaster with 
an actual guard of teachers, so that he 
could begin his address. It seemed as 
though the noise and din would never 
subside, but when we blew a whistle, 
and motioned that the Postmaster 
would speak, quiet prevailed until 
applause and cheers when the talk 
was completed.
